
STATEMENT OF WORK 
VEHICLE PURCHASE REQUEST FOR DETACHMENT BRASILIA, BRAZIL 

 
I.  GENERAL INFORMATION 
 

This statement of work is intended to identify a new vehicle purchased from within the    
Brasilia dealership market, to replace the existing detachment un-armored vehicle currently 
being used for Marine Corps Detachment Brasilia.  

 
II.  SERVICE REQUIREMENTS 
 

A.  Description of work: There is a need to replace the current ageing vehicle to provide day-
to-day support, training, security operations for U.S. Embassy, Brasilia, Brazil. The vehicle is 
regularly used to support travel within Brasilia. The varying demands of the terrain, road, 
traffic, and weather conditions that Brasilia pose must be met by the new vehicle.  
 
B.  Scope of Work: A locally purchased vehicle is identified and purchased to meet the 
vehicular operation needs of Detachment Brasilia.  
 
C.  Requirements:  The new vehicle shall meet the below minimum requirements and 
standards: 
 
 1)  Left-hand drive vehicle 
 2)  A vehicle that is categorized as a sport utility vehicle (SUV) or van. 
 3)  Gasoline or diesel engine. 
 4)  A minimum of 14-gallon (or equivalent in liters) fuel capacity. 
 5)  Minimum of 17 mpg/city and 22 mpg/highway (or equivalent km/L) mileage rating. 
 6)  Seatbelts for all passengers at occupancy level recommended by manufacturer. 
 7)  Airbags for front passengers, side airbags preferred but not required. 
 8)  Anti-locking braking (ABS) or similar high reliability braking system under stress  

 conditions.  
 9)  Automatic transmission. 
 10) Heating and air conditioner system with window defogger option. 
 11) Bluetooth connectivity for electronic devices. 
 12) Rear seats should be able to reconfigure (i.e. fold down, removed, side strapped, etc.)  
                  to increase storage spaces. 
 OTHER PREFERENCES: 
 13) Electronic steering.  
 14) Option for foglamps (aka fog lights). 
 15) 4-wheel drive or all wheel drive. 
 
III.  INSPECTION AND ACCEPTANCE:  U.S. American Embassy Brasilia will have the 
right to fully inspect the vehicle prior to purchase and have it inspected by an independent 



mechanic or vehicle specialist of its choosing. Furthermore, a return clause for the vehicle for 
any manufacture defect or identified performance shall be extended to U.S. Embassy Brasilia.
